Now that tiie Icng-awaltcd. long-nccdcd 
conference of labor. Industry and government 
IB a definite possibility. It might be well to 
remember that here, as at the San Fran- 
cisco conference, no miracles are to be ex- 
pected. 

- Yet It should be remembered that the 
accomplishments at San Francisco were ml- 
raculoua enough to convince Sen. Arthur 
Vandenberg that the procedure which 
worked so well lor world peace might also 
■achieve Industrial and economic peace at 
home. 

And so he proposed to Labor Secretary 
Bchwellenbach, a sympathetic and Ilke- 
mlnded listener, that he call this domestic 
peace conference. In his letter to the Secre- 
tary, Mr. Vandenberg wTOto: "It waa demon- 
strated at San Francisco that men can agree 
even though they speak dltferenti languages. 
They cannot agree unless there la some com- 
mon denominator In their thinking. There 
jnust bo some measure ot mutual confidence 
Jn their approach." 

; The Impressive thing about San Francisco 
was that 50 nations had come together be- 
cause of an undeniably sincere desire for 
lasting peace which surmounted the barriers 
br language. It Is true, as the senator pointed 
but, that among the strong nations this de- 
elro was colored by considerations of self-in- 
terest that at times seemed Insurmountable. 
But "Intimate and friendly consultation" 
achieved a "triumph ot the council table." 

Thus far labor and Industry generally have 
/teemed to be more desirous of self-interest 
than of peace. It has been emphasized with 
dtscouraelng frequency that too many leaders 
on both sides have been more eager for mu- 
tual accusations ot bad faith and wrong- 
doing than for mutual trust. 

An exception to tliat statement Is the la- 
bor-management charter of some months 
ago, but even that laudable document did 
not receive unanimous support. And else- 
where there has been little real opportunity 
lor Intimate and friendly consultation," 
since a genuine urge tor peaceful solution 
was lacking. 

Stlii. the trend toward Industrial peace la 
hopeful. Public and congressional sentiment 
are leading the way, and Industry and labor, 
while not In the van, seem ready to follow. 

It may be hoped that the coming conference 
will Include not only the labor-management 
equivalent ot the "Big Five" powers, but 
also representatives from £maU business and 
the small, ludependenl unions. 

And it may be hoped that the conference 
will heed Mr. Schwellenbach's advice that, 
"without asking either side to abandon Its 
self-interest ... we must insist that our self- 
interest shall servo the public interests and 
the common good." 



A BURP FOR THE HAYS OFFICE 
An emphatic burp might appropriately dc- 
Bcrlbo the reaction of most Americans to the 
recent announcement that the Will H, Hays 
office has declined to approve the documen- 
tary European war film, "Tlie True Glory," 
because occasional words ot profanity are on 
the sound track. As most readers know, the 
Hays office Is censoring agency lor filmland. 

Most people know too, that "The True 
Glory" represents the collective efforts ot 
aorao 1400 cameramen who followed allied 
armies through the mud and blood of Franco 
and adjacent nations to Berlin. Many of the 
cameramen were killed In action In the ef- 
forts to provide, through pictures and sound, 
the story of how victory was won. Our belief 
Ix that most Americans want to see that his- 
toric record— the record that the Hays office 
will keep from them It It has Its way. 

This of course, does not condone profanity 
for profonlty'a sake. But certainly It Is sUly. 
and Indultlng, to Imply that the feelings of 
most Americans are so delicate that they 
cannot llsteji and see the sound and picture 
record made at the price of ttiousands ot 
Amerlcaa and allied fighting men. The Hays 
office IB making Itself ridiculous by the 
stand It has taken, apparently without the 
' realization that neither It, nor anything else 
of human content, can survive long in the 
face of ridicule.
